"The duties of lawyers to courts and to judges include the se- 


lection of the latter as to which it is enjoined especially tflat po- 
litical considerations should not be allowed to outweigh judicial fit- 
ness, while every person unfitted for the bench, it is urged, should 
have the opposition of the bar. Personal influence, such as marked 
attention and unusual .hospitality to judges, is equally decried.

The ground taken here is that 


entire devotion to the case is due, but that it is a great trust that 
must be exercised within and not without the bounds of the lav;, 
and that no lawyer should do for a client what his sense of honor 
would not permit him to do for himself. 
Newspaper publications by 


a lawyer concerning a pending case are condemned. It is admitted 
that there may be circumstances that justify them, but in such a 
case it should always be in the lawyer's proper person and never 
anonymously. 


"Finally the lawyer's duly in its last analysis is set out as hold- 


Ing him free from any service or advice, no matter to how power- 
ful a client, corporation or individual, which shall involve disloyalty 
to the law, or disrespect to the judicial

anyone exercising a public office or private trust, or deception or 
betrayal of the public."

Made In Various Quar- 
ters to Uixearth Facts 
Bearing on tke History 
of the Human Race. 


kRIMITIVE man, or the man of 


the primitive type, is now the 
subject of a great deal of 
study and speculation. 
By 


primitive man tho scientists mean 
sometimes the prehistoric man and 
sometimes the man who Is still found 
living in conditions llko those which 
prevailed before tho dawn of history. 
In cither ctfso the study Is a fascinat- 
ing one, and much remains to be learn- 
ed in the variouo fields of knowledge 
now being searched for facts bearing 
on the history of the human race. A 
number of expeditions have started re- 
cently for regions little known where 
curious tribes of men are living or 
where It Is hoped that patient exami- 
nation of the earth and rocks may re- 
veal some relic of a bygone day hav- 
ing n. story to tell of the kind of men 
that lived in the far distant past. 


In the frozen wastes ot .northern Si- 


beria and Alaska and the Hudson bay 
district, In the torrid wilds of central 
Africa, in the jungles of Borneo and 
Java and In the little frequented Isles 
of the Pacific and Indian oceans and 
In the United States, Mexico and South 
America men whose enthusiasm in the 
causo of science cannot be quenched 
by the hardships they are called upon 
to endure are now pursuing Investiga- 
tions which they hope may add much 
to the sum of human knowledge and 
throw light upon passages in the his- 
tory of human development hitherto 
obscure.

Police Make An Arrest 


After Struggle 


FALL RIVER. June 16.-Residents 


on both sides of the river in Somerset 
and Fall River were startled at 10.30 
last night by a tremendous explosion. 


Investigation showed that dynamiters 


had blow,n up a quantity of structural 
steel in the Xcv.- York, New Haven & 
Hartford rallrnad yard at Somerset on 
the north side of the -new 
railroad 


bridge, which is being constructed by 
a Boston firm. 


The iron work of the bridge is being 


installed by the Phenix bridge com- 
pany of Phenivville, Penn., to which 
the dynamited material 
belongs. 
It 


runs an open shop. Other bridges be- 
ins constructed by this company have 
been dynamited in different sections 
of the country of late. 


There were two watchmen there at 


Ihe time, but not in the immediate 
vicinity. They saw nobody about the 
premises previous to the explosion or 
anybody running away afterward. 


Chief of Police Patrick Donahue of 


Somerset wa* given a description of a 
man who had been seen hanging about 
the bridge company's yard before the 
explosion took place. He traced him to 
the barn of the Old Colony street rail- 
way in Somerset, where he -was waiting 
to take the 1!.3>> car for Fall River. 


Chief Donahue tried to question the 


man, buj he- refuted to answer. When 
told that if he continued to refuse he 
would be pkiccd under arrest the man 
drew a revolver and threatened to 
shoot. He was disarmed after a strug- 
gle and taken to the lockup. 
In his 


pockets were found several cartridges.

unable to give an intelligent estimat 
ot the danns?. 


There was a latge amount of structu- 


ral work near the scene and this ap- 
pears to bo bnclly Fhattered but in the

RIMITIVE man, or the man oj 


the primitive type, Is now tha 
subject of a great deal of 
study and speculation. 
By 


primitive man tho scientists 
mean 


sometimes the prehistoric man and 
sometimes the man who is still found 
living In conditions like those which 
prevailed before the dawn of history. 
In cither case the study Is a fascinat- 
ing one, and much remains to bo learn- 
ed In the various fields of knowledge 
now being searched for facts bearing 
on the history of the human race. A 
number of expeditions have started re- 
•cently for regions little known where 
curious tribes of men are living or 
where it Is hoped that patient exami- 
nation of the earth and rocks may re- 
veal some relic of a bygone day hav- 
ing n. story to tell of the kind o£ men 
that lived in the far distant past. 


In the frozen wastes of northern Si- 


beria and Alaska and tho Hudson bay 
district. In the torrid wilds of central 
Africa, In the jungles of Borneo and 
Java and In the little frequented isles 
of the Pacific and Indian oceans and 
In the United States, Mexico and South 
America men whose enthusiasm in the 
cause of science cannot be quenched 
by the hardships they are called upon 
to endure are now pursuing Investiga- 
tions which they hope may add much 
to the sum of human knowledge and 
throw light upon passages In the his- 
tory of human development hitherto 
obscure. 


There is a fascination about the pur- 


suit of tho study of primitive man. 
whether alive or dead, that appeals 
with great force to the scientific in- 
vestigator. 
Study of the living sub- 


ject Is often attended with more or 
less exciting adventure, while If the 
quest be carried on for the relics of a 
primitive man who lived and died dur- 
ing or before the glacial era there are 
a mystery and an elusiveness about 
the search that mako It especially 
alluring. 


Scientific 
societies and 
Individual 


ethnologists are particularly busy in 
work of this kind at the present time. 
They are searching In Java for relics 
of a race of men supposed to have ex- 
isted there when the world was much 
younger than now. In South America 
and in Mexico they are uncovering long 
burled cities and revealing facts that 
shed light on the prehistoric inhab- 
itants of the continent. In Nebraska 
and In Wyoming' they have discovered 
rrniains of great interest which have 
erouscd no little discussion In the sci- 
entific world. Expeditions have start- 
ed, or arc about to start, whose object 
is study of the Eskimos and of tha 
pygmy tribes In AfrK'-a, the Philippines 
and the Andaman Islands.

irm in using the spit ball, which he 
developed to its most advanced stage 
and used with great success. He "went 
lack" because by excessive practice he 
lardened the pitching muscles in his 
hand, wrist and forearm to such an 
extent that he could not manipulate 
:he ball as well as formerly. The need- 
ed flexibility was gone. Flexible mus- 
cles are required In pitching curve 
balls, for the ball is sensitive to 
seemingly slight influences. Chesbro 
:liought he needed more practice when 
he found the ball was not "breaking" 
(curving) as it should, so he practiced 
more and made matters worse. 
In- 


stead he should have eased up on his 
work and had his hand, wrist and fore- 
arm massaged with oil regularly for 
a period. 
In the meantime Chesbro 


tried different methods of delivery, 
hoping to overcome his faulty work, 
and so ruined the excellent pitching 
form he had attained through years of 
patient work.

a. different way recently at Belmont park, New York. Shortly before the rich Belmont stake was run <a $25,000 
race) announcement came from his stable that in a fast trial race the peerless three-year-old son of Commando and 
Pastorella had sprung or "bowed" the tendons of both forelegs. This trouble has but one real palliative—the tor- 
turing firing irons, the use of whichjn such a case, however, leaves a horze unfit forever for racing purposes. The 
public was vastly grieved. The owner, James R. Keene, so the newspapers stated, was so affected when he heard 
the sad news that he burst into tears. He could not speak because his throbbing heart had gripped his Adam's 
apple. Trainer JRowe, however, did not burst into tears, though the useful newspapers printed tearful tales of the 
ruined career of the horse that had won 1133,000 and still was early in his three-year-old campaign. Oh, horrl- 
bleness!

Lackawanna 
and Western; Central of New Jersey; 
Erie. Delaware and Hudson. 
The an- 


swers filed by the 
companies admit 


the allegations concerning their inter- 
est in the mining and shipping of an- 
thracite coal. 
The 
defendants, how- 


ever, contend that the mining privi- 
lege was conferred by statutes and is 
not within the meaning of the com- 
modity clause.

the defendants 


attack 
the 
conptitutionality
